We havo refrained from commenting 
at any length on the aufortunate 
Normanton case, as long as her Captain 
was on his trial; but now that the trial 
is over, and tho Captain has been cou. 
demned after a pationt investigation by 
an adeqante Court, it is useful to turn 
to the case to'see what lessons can be 
learnt from it, The firat is one that 
has been taught too often in China; the 
utter absurdity of Naval Courts of 
Engniry, as at present constituted, The 
enquiry at Kobe was confessedly a 
farce ; it was worse, it was a gross mis. 
carriage of jastice. We use the term 
in its popular eense, for Naval Courts 
are uot Courts of justice nt-all, As 
Judge Haunen himself remarked in his 
eumming-up, “the Board of ‘Trade 
Enquiry, althongh a legal procese, did 
not amount to much more that if two 
of the partneré of Mesere, Adamson, 
Bell & Co. bad eat down in their back 
room and entered into au enquiry and 
transmitted to the owners of the steamer 
their report.” The complete white. 
washing which the Kobe Naval Qourt 
gave the Captain wns probably the 
cause of his subsequent troubles, for it 
is not to be doubted that it was the 
uation generally felt; by Japanese 
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and foreigners alike, at the judgment 
of that Court, which determined the 
Tupanese Government to move the 
Crown to prosecute Captain Deake for 
manslaughter, Had the Naval Court 
rendered the judgment which would 
have commended itself to every intelli. 
gent man, and suspended the Captain's 
curtifioate, the wrath of the Japanese 
would have been appéased, and Captain 
Drake woald uot now be serving a 
term of three months’ imprisonment. 
But that Court was composed of the

danger that the renl temper of a com- 
mander is tried, and that if he allows 
them to overpower him, he ri 
this onse,a prosecution fur manslanghter, 
The very helplessness of his passengers 
should lave appealed the more forcibly 
to him, and ude him the more deter- 
mined to eave them.

IMPORT TRADE. 


‘Tae Memoraudam on the British import 


trade with Japan, by Mr. Lougford, 
Vioe-Consul at Tokio, is reviewed by the 
Yokohama papera received by the mail. 
‘The document wns specially commended 
to the consideration of British mer-

but a very small portion of the trade 
whiok might readily be sooomplished 
by British mavofaotarers with a conn- 
ig thirty-six millions of

Io woollen and mixed cotton aud wool- 
len manufactures a decline is also 
shown, whiok is asoribed to the resump- 
tion of the habit of wearing in winter

Ho says :—=" Mr, Longford also 
complaine that merchants on the spot 
do not pay attention to the “innumers 
able shapes in which Cotton piece 
goods nro used hy the Japanese, aud 
meet their tastes for changing and 
fanciful pattern adds “each 
year’s production of Cotton Goods in 
Japan brings forth a host of new 
and artistic designe, &0.” Lt ia 
just these continued changes which 
Prevent foreigners competing with 
native products; ia this respect, to 
parody a fawiliar proverb, “Fanoy 
Cottons are not made in a day,” and 
presuming patterns can be oollected in 
a week, sent home in 35 days, take 90

the entry was for “cotton with seeds, 
or angitned cotton.” ‘This is a mistake 
of au Official writing as one haying a 
saporior knowledge of trade, who hes 
weighed his countrymen in the balance 
and found them wanting. The Herald 
ia justified in saying :—"From whom 
this gentlemen can lave obtained the 
views he holds, is a matter of mystery 
to us—certainly not from his own 
nationals, or he would probably havo 
been able to get more reliable in 
formation than that coutained in the 
dooument before us.” The Mail of- 
fers w lielf-bearted approval aud says : 
—Bat in the brauch of commerce 
whioh specially interests us here, uot 
German, but Japanese, competition is 
to be mpprebended. ‘The Japanese 
with their cbeap labour, remarkable 
maunal dextority, aud well kuown 
artistio instincts, ouly need capital and

‘THE VSDDAS OF CEYLON. 
A very interesting paper, on tho 
Veddns which was read before the 
Royal Asiatic Svoiety in Colombo, 
apperrs in the Inst number of the 
Times of Ceylon. ‘les people, whom 
Sir J. Eworsou Teunent refused to 
onll savages and termed outcasts, 
present cue of the most interesting 
The writer 
of tho paper referred to, Mr. C. V. 
Stovene, of the Queensland Civil Service 
spent @ portion of his farlough among 
them and at the request of the 
Royal Philosophical Society made every 
possible enquiry into the history and 
oustoms of this strange remuant, He 
fouud, coutrary to general expectation, 
no diffioully in obtainiug information, 
and this is rather strange cousidering 
that the Veddas are so shy of inter- 
course with their neighbours, that when 
in want of anything it is their cnstom, 
es writers of two or three huudred 
years tell us was their oustom then aud 
probably bad been for the greater part of 
the twouty centuries they have beon iso- 
lated—to repair by night to the nearest 
villago aud there indicate their wants by 
signs, leaving an equivalent in deor's 
flesh ot honey, and retarning afterwards 
in tho same stealthy way to carry off the 
articles they required. As long as no 
Sinhalese or Tamil was brought into 
their camps they raised no objection to 
‘Mr, Stevens's presonce, bat fur these 
two rages they havea profound aversion 
aud contempt, ‘The male Vedda varies

they tread on sticks and twigs and not 
one will rustle under their feet. The 
bows and arrows which they use appear 
to be the same in all the villages with 
oue exception, that a Unapaui, in the 
Bintenne country where I saw some 
arrows 1+ inches loug iu blade ; usual 
they are four or five inches. ‘The 
force with which the arrow is 
projected can be understood when 
I say this arrow was fired at my 
request through a large wild Te 
was shot on a moonlight night, near a 
waterpool, ‘The Veddas wished me 
to shoot first. I deolined the houour, 
aud indioated that the Vedda was 
to fire. Sitting down he held the 
bow iu a peculiar manner aud drawing 
the string with both Lauds he shot the 
arrow off; at the same moment two 
other Veddas ou each side of him fired. 
A pig equenled most dolefally, and I 
rau round the edge of the waterpoul to 
find the arrow. I looked round for a 





























moment ortwo, Svme sixty feet from 
there the arrow was very nearly up to

the experimont with a rife. I was 
unable to send a bullet through the 
animal, The force with whioh the arrow 
wns sent can therefore he imagined, 
When I say that, from what I have 
seen of them, I would far sooner at 50 
yards favo the fire of an ordinary rifle 
in the hands of an experienced persou 
than I would allow a Vedda to fire au 
arrow atme at the same distauce, you 
runy be sure I feel pretty convinced as 
to the efficacy of the weapon, Up to 
the feather is a not unfrequent oc- 
curenee when firing at a buffalo.” 
According to Emerson Tennent there 

is no lack of historical evidence to 
establish the identity of the Veddas 
with the Yukkos, the aboriginal people 
who stand in @ position similar to that 
of the scattered vestiges of the abori- 
gines of India who are still working 
in the forests of Hindustan and have 
shrank from intercourse with the Aryan 
races, They are in two ious the 
Village und the Rook Veddas, and are 
divided into eight claus, an 
they are ns proud as the Scots b 
landers, Each olan has its traditional 
origiv, such as we might expect to find 
among a primitiveand oppressed people, 
‘Their lnngaage is uotasa whole intelligi- 
ble to the Sinhalese, au interpreter could 
notmakeout more than two-thirds of the 
words they used,—Mr. Stevens obtained 
 vooabutary of 180 words—they have 
ballads, and Mr. Stevens listened to 
one Vedda who for more than an hour 
entertained a circle of his friends with 
8 soug in a low, masiosl rhythm. ‘They 
have other songs, invocations whiol 
are sung in a different style, Mr, 
Stevens says that from all he could 
gather the religion of the Veddas is 
not demonology but rather “Kapuisw,” 
but with the difference that they have 
“Kapuism” among them. 

They do not believe in the 
100 of any injurious or malevolout 
They are not superstitions, as 
inhalese are, about the bones and 
resting places of their aucestors, Of 
their religions rites Mr. Steven

‘They simpiy make a propitiation to the 
collective gods—the Veddas have some 
eight or uine gods—and they consider 
the gods will ward off any injary to 
them if they make this propitiation, 
ary bappen to a survivor it is 
considered that the man bas not per 
formed bis propiliation properly.

‘Tue bold attack on the premises of the 
Chartered Mercantile Bank and the 
robery from iis servants which took 
place on the evening of the Ist Novem.

our Police has been able to do to detect 
the perpetrators and their accomplices. 
Some examinations at the Mixed Court 
of the two men who were captured 
when retreating from the Bank, and 
of an opium den proprietor, are all that 
has resulted from the exertions of the 
Police. The two men, who wore take 
aluost red-banded, can indeed scarcely 
be claimed by the Police ns their cap- 
tures, aud the detection of the opium den 
propriotor was simple matter, require 
ing little skill on the part of our de~ 
teotives. Bat at the present time these 
three oaptives are all that the Police 
ave to show as the result of their 
seven weeks exertions, We are not. 
going to blame any one connected 
with the Police for the oconrrence of 
the armed attack, which might have 
been attempted and oarried through 
by reoklese men in avy place iv the 
East. ‘The unprotected condition of 
the streets at that hour no donbt un 
pleavantly startled the community, 
and has wo trust led the Municipal 
Conuoil to examine thoroughly iuto the 
regulations of the Force, and to amend 
them in such a way as will render the 
occurrence of similar attempts on ite 
and property at least much moro ri 
for the perpetrators, and afford security 
to our houses, as far as prevention and 
protection can afford it. There were ac. 
tal circumstances, we auderstand, 
which favoured the thieves on that 
oooasion,’ such as cannot be provided 
against, and which hindered the first 
action of the Police. We do uot, how-

The Chinese Recorder for 
December. 

‘Tae new number of the Chinese Recorder, 
which seems now to have definitely put 
away worldly things, except in its advertise- 
ments, and to be confining itself purel 
to spiritual subjects, is practically devote 
to the consideration of the question whe- 
ther missionaries are justified in employ. 
ing native agents, supported by funds con- 
tributed at home. So much has been said 
about Chinese being converted for the 
sake of the temporal benefits they receive, 
and it has been so often thrown in the 
teeth of missionaries that their native 
assistants only undertake the work for the 
sake of the accompanying salary and posi. 
tion, that some of the more prominent 
among them have taken up the question 
seriously, and the first article in this num- 
ber, by Dr. Blodget, has for its heading, 
“May native agents’ be supported by f 
eign funds?” Dr. Blodget’s contention, 
and in this we entirely agree with him, is, 
thatthenativehelper, colporteur, evangelist, 
pastor or teacher, has just as much right 
to be supported by the funds of the mission, 
as the missionary himself has. His article 
is thrown into the form of question and 
answer, being in fact, the writer tells us, a 
copy of a letter written in answer to ques. 
tions of a missionary whose mind was ex- 
ercised upon this topic. The first answer 
is rather amusing, as it com; rises a serious 
protest against native assistants, or mis- 
sionaries themselves, being considered ag 
paid. He says:—

Dr. Blodget contends that his colleagues 
and their native helpers receive not “pay,” 
but * economical support;” but most readers 
will probably feel that it comes to much the 
same thing in the end. He goes on to urge 
that very few Church members have been 
brought into the fold without aid, direct or 
indirect, from native agents supported by 
the missions. Even if foreign missionari 
put on Chinese dress, there is a chaem 
between them with their western, and the 
Chinese with his eastern, civilisation, that 
only a Chinese brother or sister can bridge 
over; and if their bretheren are necessary, 
they are surely as worthy of their hire a5 
their foreign superiors, It would doubtless 
be well if these could be entirely.supported 
by the offerings of their converts, but if 
these are insufficient, no principle is wrong- 
ed in devoting foreign contributions to 
their support. Incidentally, Dr, Blodget 
combats the suggestion that Protestant 
missions in China are a failure by shew- 
ing that their converts have increased 
from 351 in 1853 to 26,287 in 1884, 
Many will think he is on safer ground 
when he enumerates the other benefits that 
missionaries have conferred on the country, 
‘They have had much to do in. opening 
China to European intercourse ; in initia- 
ting every good enterprise which has been 
set on foot for the welfare of the Chinese ; 
in creating a religious and secular literature, 
by which the treasures of western religion 
and science have been opened to the Chi-- 














nese, and very much to do in Christianising 
the Chinese in the Indian Archipelago, in 
Australasia, the Sandwich Islands, ete., ¢te, 
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No one will deny the justice of these claims, 
nor seriously contest the position, that if 
the labours of missionaries deserve to be 
supported by contributors at home, their 
native staff, judiciously chosen and over- 
looked, is equally deserving of that support 
after its kind, 

The Rey. V. C. Hart, however, who is 
armed with a long experience and a ready 
pen, is dead against the payment of Chinese 
Preachers out of foreign funds, and his

is experience of the Chinese in general, 
and of Chinese converts in particular, has

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THE LATE EX-PRESIDENT ARTHUR. 


The following telegrams were received 
by yesterday's American Mail : 
New York, 18:h November. 














Ex-Prosident Cheater A, Arthur died at 
his home in this city at 5 o'clock this 
morning. ‘The news of his death came as 


a great surprise. A stroke of cerebral 
apoplery, sudden but not wholly unex- 
pected hy the attending physicians, te 

minated his life. ‘The stroke came in hi 
sleep between Tuesday night aud Wedues- 
day morning, and he did not rally there- 
after, His death was painless, and four 
hours before the end came he was uncon- 




















scious of his surroundin Hia sou and 
auughter, h former partner, 
Sherman’ W. Kn aud his closest 








friend, Surrogate Rollins, were at his bed- 
side, ‘All reports to the coutrary, Mr. 
Arthur's hoalth had uot improved during 
hia atay in New Loudon, and on his re- 
tara, Ostober lat, hho wes uo better than 
when he left the city. As time passed no 
permanent improvement came, aud the 
physiciaus feared some such sudden stroke 
‘a8 the one to which he succumbed, 

On Monday morning he was found lying 
on his side, breathing heavily, and could 
not be roused, Dr. Peters, when called, 
eaw that ho was suffering from a severe 
stroke of corebral apoplexy ; a small bloud 
vessel of the brain bad burst, and the par 
alysis o° the right side had ensued. From 
the moment of the discovery all hope was 
known to be in vain, but no effort was 
spared to bring the patieut back to cou 
sciousness, ‘Thoy were all aliko a failure.

allday and allnight, Tl 
in the early morning how 

Of his two children, Chester Arthur is 
22 yoars old, a graduate of Princeton, 
‘The daughter, Nellie, is 14 years old. 

A very few days age, in conversation 
with Aqueduct Commissioner Fish, who 
hind called to see him, vx-President Arthur 
mindo the following ‘despairing remarks : 
« After ull, life is uot worth living, and I 
might as well give up the struggle for it 
now as at any other time and submit to 
the inevitabie.” 

‘The telegrams go on to state that many 
honours were to be prid in the United 
States to the inemory of the deconsed ; 
the President did ust hold his levee and 
issued ordera closing the executive depart- 
mouts on the 23rd November, the Post 
Oltices aud Supreme Conct would alwo be 
closod. ‘ho funeral, which was to be 
entirely without display, waa to take place 
on the atove day. Men of the Time gives 
the following account of his life :— 

Arthur, Chester Allan, twenty-first Pre- 
aident of the United States, was born 
Franklin County, Vermont, October 5, 
1830. His father was a Scotchman, aud 
pastor of Baptist churches in Vermont aud 
New York, After his g aduation af B.A. 
from Union College, Mr. Arthur studied 
Jaw and began the practice (1850) in New 
York City, where he bas since resided. 
Originally 6 Whig, he joined the Repub- 
Tican party on its formation and soon 
became a prominent leader in New York. 
At the outbreak of the civil war he waa 
eutrnsted ty Gov. Morgan with the nrm- 
ing and aubsisting of the troops raised in 
New York, and was euceessively made

TORPEDO EXPERIMENTS.
